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BACHELORS, NEW 
REVUE MAKE UP 
SUPER EVENING 


[ was a big night at the Talk 
Of The Town on Thursday last. 
The Bachelors made their debut 
there — and scored a resound- 
ing success, as they do every- 
where — and the new Robert 
Nesbitt revue, “ Tonight's The 
Night,” opened, again to great 
acclaim. 

_ The Bachelors proved that they can 
sing anything well. Anyone who 
thinks that ‘Goin’ Outta My Head" 
and ‘Aquarius ”' are beyond them 
should hear their soulful, rocking 
versions. They are as at home with 
that number as ‘‘Mame,” ‘‘I Be- 
lieve,” “‘ Danny Boy,” or the comedy 
“Mick Mulligan’s Ball.” They sang 
for a good half hour before they 
even said ‘'Good evening’' and 
took a break, 

Their repertoire is so varied you 
might think they add up to nothing. 
Wrong again. They skilfully weave 
their material into a very satisfying 
whole and got more applause than 
I've heard at the Talk for a long 


time. One of the most successful 
acts to appear there, I’d say. They 
stay a month. 

They have a chance to prove them- 
selves in solos — Dec with ‘* Both 
Sides Now,'’ John with ‘‘ What A 
Wonderful World" and Con with 
“My Way.” 

Due to run for a year, the new 
revue, in which producer Nesbitt 
excels himself, has all the glitter 
and glamour you come to expect at 
the Talk, plus a large number of 
songs from the ‘20s, '30s and up to 
today. The star of the show is new- 
comer Diana Landor and very good 
she is, specially singing ‘ Right 
Now ’’ and ‘‘ You Go To My Head.”” 
Bobby Hanna scores with ‘‘ Begin The 
Beguine,’’ and others in the large 
cast to do well are dancer Lyndsey 
Williams; singers Sandra_ Blair, 
Lorainne Hart, Tina Harris and 
Robert Wilder. The Burt Rhodes 
orchestra also does two very good 
jobs of accompanying the Bachelors 
show. — ANDY GRAY.
